“If old Lou ever got tired he didn’t 

let on.” said Mickey. “At the end of 
the day he was skylarking as much 
as in the morning.” 
Diamond’s fame as a hard-boiled non- 
com had spread by the time the Ma 
rines reached the Rhine. An army 
colonel “borrowed” Lou to run his brig. 
This was in a particularly dirty German 
town. Lou marched out his German 
prisoners one morning and gave the 
town a proper policing until it began 
to look as neat as any Marine post. 

The army colonel suggested Lou use 
the American prisoners also, for the 
police work. Diamond’s reply was re- 
spectful but emphatic: 

“NO SIR! According to the book 
we can’t do that. These here are still 
American Doughboys, even if they have 
committed such offenses like getting 
drunk or staying over leave. They came 
over to fight Germans, not to clean up 
junk in German streets.” 

Diamond didn’t get back to the States 
until July of 1919 and he was paid off 
at Quantico the following month. Lou 
went back to his old job as a switchman 
or “snake,” as he called it. Finn stayed 
in the Corps and one day in 1921 he 
ran into Diamond in Detroit. 

“You should’ve seen Lou.” said Gun- 
nery Sergeant Finn. “He had on one of 
them checked suits with a heavy gold 
watch chain across his vest. He was 
wearing a derby hat And he lookec 
as out of place in them clothes as a 
baboon.”

For the next two decades, America 
forgot about professional soldiers like 
Lou Diamond. But Diamond was hap- 
py. First he served as an armoret 
Then he was in a machine gun com- 
pany while doing duty with those ma- 
chine gun artists, the Fourth Marines, 
in China. But the mortars became 
Lou’s sweethearts. And hundreds of 
stories began to circulate through the 
Corps about the amazing accuracy of 
Gunnery Sergeant Diamond’s 81 mil 
lemeter mortars. 

In May, 1940, Second Lieutenant 
Charles A. Rigaud took over the mor- 
tar platoon of a heavy weapons com- 
pany at Quantico. Diamond was the 
master gunnery sergeant. The outfit 
went on maneuvers at Indiantown Gap. 
One of the most widely known “Dia- 
mond incidents” occurred here. They 
were lobbing mortar shells over a hill

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During the nine months’ course. the 
men complete high school education 
which brings the educational standards 
of all men up to about the equivalent 
of our hrst year high school. The oth- 
er two years can be taken later but is 
voluntary. 

Th education, close-order drill, 
called “parade drill” in Britain, and 
physical training takes twelve weeks. 
Upon completion, the men take “Re- 
cruit’s Course in Small Arms” for a 
four wee ks’ stretch. 

Physical training takes much the 
same form as commando training. It 
includes unarmed combat, calisthenics, 
bayonet training and such sports as soc- 
r and “tug o’ war.” Soccer contests 
are organized between squads at the 
base. And the Royal Marines are mas- 
ters of the tug o’ war. 
recruit’s course in small arms, 
the men receive instruction in .303 rifle 
fren .303, tommy gun, anti-tank gun 
55. and tank grenades size 36. 57, 63. 
} and 78 They also have a thorough 
course in chemical warfare. They study 


the Lanchester rifle, which is their nine 


millimeter weapon, 

While in boot camp, all “rookies.” as 
the British call them. must shoot for 
record on the Bren gun and rifle. The 
grades are first, second and third class 
sharpshooter and every man must make 

least second class to qualify or he 
repeats the course. Incidentally, they 
se open sights, too 

D.1.os. called “military training in 


structors” or MTs. are for parade 
drill, and physical training instructors 

called PTT’'s. A “school master.” 
warrant officer, has charge 


of the school. A corporal is an MTI and 


rank corpor al (P.F.C.) is al 


1 te each squad as assistant 
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During the third week. a number of 
men are selected for competition for 
“section commanders.” On the seventh 
week they are selected and then take 
charge of a portion of the squad. 
Throughout the remainder of the train- 
ing, the section commanders wear a red 
diamond on a blue background on their 
left shoulder. numbered according to 
their excellence. Besides being an hon- 
or, this diamond counts in seniority 
when the men come up for promotion 
after they leave the depot. 

The last two weeks of the nine 
months, the squad of 40-45 men is 
called the “King’s Squad” and _ is 
senior squad at the base. It is during 
this time that the “best bloke” or num 
ber one all-around man and the recip- 
ients of the rifle and gymnastic medals 
are selected. 

The best bloke is correctly called 
“Kings Badgeman” and wears the 
Kings cypher (G.R.) surrounded by a 
laurel wreath on his left shouldet 

When the squad has completed the 
course, it “passes for duty in front of 
the brigadier.” 

After the squad has passed for duty, 
it carries on with general duties around 
the base and also receives what is 
called “headquarters training.” Actu- 
ally it is mostly naval gunnery and in- 
cludes the 4. 6. 8. 14: and 18-inch guns 
as well as the 5.25, 4.5 and 4-inch high 
and low angle anti-aircraft guns.

ship but still do not go aboard. “Pre- 
embarkation training” must come first. 
This lasts about six weeks and includes 
tactics, small arms and signalling. 

In the case of most conscriptees and 
these regulars who elect to serve on 
land, the headquarters and pre-embar- 
kation training is eliminated. Like the 
American Gyrenes, the largest portion 
of their number is now on shore duty 
and wear khaki instead of the sea-going 
blues. Shore duty is largely manning 
coastal batteries. 

Aboard ship, the Marines’ primary 
duty is to man about one-third of the 
armament which generally includes one 
heavy turret and the port battery of 
high angles. 

The normal Marine complement 
aboard ship is about 25 per cent of the 
total complement. That would mean 
about 60 for a light cruiser, 85 for a 


heavy cruiser, and 180 for a battleship 
or carrier. 

Royal Marines get paid extra for 
good conduct and marksmanship. as do 
American Leathernecks. Pay eall blows 
weekly ashore and either fortnightly o1 
monthly at sea, according to the pref 
erence of the man. 

\ Marine, or buck private, gets forty 
cents a day upon enlisting and sixty 
cents daily after finishing boot camp. 
After the Marine has finished boot 
camp, he may be recommended to “go 
through” for his gunnery rating which 
amounts to a dime a day more. After 
three years, providing the Marine has 
not read off his sergeant, they receive a 
“GCB” or good conduct badge which is 
worth a nickel per day and a “progres 
sive” worth seven cents more. making 
a total of $.82 per day providing they

The specialists who attend this se 


tion of the Ordnance School study vir 


tually every instrument used in ant 


aircraft defense and offense. With time 
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element playing such an important part 
n todays training schedules, a pro 
gram of specialization has been set up 
in which each fire control student is 
taught to master one particular me 
chanism. 

The fire control students acquire not 
only a thorough knowledge of the theory 
of various instruments but they are 
given as much practical experience as 
possible in operating and servicing 
Anti-aircraft’s problem is to destroy 
hostile aircraft or to force the planes 
to abandon their objectives or to fly 
it such altitudes that accuracy is im- 
possible To accomplish this, there 
must be a complete coordination be- 
tween fire control instruments and anti 
uircraft guns. Such coordination can 
be obtained only when all equipment is 
functioning precisely. Here then is the 
Fire Control Section’s heavyweight re- 
sponsibility: to see that the Marines 
who operate and maintain this equip- 
ment are fully qualified. 

The number of Fire Control Section 
graduates can not be named for secur 
ity reasons, but the number is impos- 
ing. And. except for a few who re- 
mained at the school as instructors,

‘A little later, with ammunition 
critically low and the supply lines cut 
ff, Sergeant Basilone, at great risk of 
his life and in the face of continued 


enemy attack, battled his way through 
hostile lines with urgently needed shells 


for his gunners, thereby contributing in 
la measure to the virtual annihila- 
t of a Japanese regiment.” 


Basilone’s buddies on Gu idalcanal 
called m “Manila John.” because he 
served with the Army in the Philippines 
before joining the Marine Corps.
